withnon-union help from the outside, 
he applied for work and was taken on. 
Unlike the other . workers, 
who were 


boarded and lodged on the company's 
gro.und, Willisundertook to travel to 
and fro between his home and the mine, 
as he had done before the labor trouble 
occurred."

in his fields whichhunters had wound- 
ed so that :they died, and he added, 
"Almost every tree has a nest 
with 
littleones dead from starvation in it.'' 
He told us that henceforth 
he would

the constable 
after any one he 
caught hunting on his place. 
And we 
hope he will..Everywhere we.went it 
was the same- 
We interviewed a num- 
ber of farmers and land owners. 
All 
were indignant at the way tho hunters 
slaughter 
doves. 
All were agreed 
that the dovo season 
should 
not open 


before August 15th, and that the bag 
limitshould at least be reduced 
one- 
half. 
Many expressed 
the wish that 
the 
doves be protected at all times; 
that itbe made unlawful to shoot one 
at any time.. 


The meadow lark that destroys 
hun- 
dreds ofacres of grain every spring is 
protected, whilethe gentlo dove that 
does no harm 
to anything is beinff 
rapidly exterminated. 
We do not see 
one now where five years 
ago 
there 
were hve hundred.

The new hands 
went to work 


Sunday at noon, and, every thing has 
been running smoothly up to this writ- 
ing, 
The mine willsoon be placed on 
its old-time working basis. 


Saturday last a carload of non-union 


men was brought .up from San Fran- 
cisco. 
The men worehired to work at 


the Fremont. 
There were 49 men in 


the car. 
At a point half a mile before 
reaching 
Carbond ale the car—which 


was the last car in the train—was de- 
tatched, 
and left on the track, 
the 
train continuing on toCarbondale. 
At 


this point the men were all debarked, 
and the train after taking a survey as 
far as the Carbondale station, returned 
for the empty car and proceeded on Its 
way. 
AtCarbondale 
there were sev- 
eral wagons, provided with seats, 
and 
in these the imported men were taken 
from Carbondale to the Fremont mine 
—a distance of twelve miles—without 
any Interference whatever.

Superintendent 
Goodall said the men 


must apply as individuals and each ap- 
plication would bo dealt with on its 
merits, and the men put to work as 
they were needed. 
Tho union rejected 


this proposition, and the strike was de- 
clared stillon. No effort was made to 
resume work underground, 
but surface 


workin cutting a lai\tre ditch to carry 
off the 
tailings from the mine was 


started,

number of men; several of the men so

For many years Mr. Hottinger 


has been tho all-round handy 
man at 


the Keystone mine and mill. Of late 
his workhas been mostly in the mill. 
About ten days previous to his death 
he was taken with what was supposed 
to be malaria, and nothing serious 
was 
thought of the matter until three days 
before his death, when itwas discover- 
ed that he 
was a victim of typhoid. 


The disease had reduced himphysically 
to such a condition that medicine could 
do nothing for him. Mr. Hottinger 
was born and raised near Santa Rosa, 
Sonoma 
county, 
to which place 
his 


body 
was 
shipped 
for 
interment. 


Deceased 
was amember of Amador City 


Miners' Union, whose members 
took 


proper care of himduring his last sick- 
ness and attended 
to the transferring 


of his remains after death. .

Files Upon Top of Files. 


The strike at the Jumper 
mine has 


been declared off. The miners did not 
object to being searched, 
but refused 


to strip to the skin. 
The mine owners 


recalled the objectionable order. 
The 


mine is now being run on the open- 
shop basis. 


The road between lone, and Jackson 


has been oiled its entire length with 
one treatment; a portion ofit has been 
given the second coating. Itis beyond 
question that the oilhas mitigated the 
dust nuisance, to the extent of almost 
entirely removing it. On that part of 
the road whichhas asolidmacadamized 
base, the oilwillprove a preservative 
of the roadbed 
to some 
extent. 
On 


the portion having an alluvium base 
the- oilhas made the dust too heavy to 
rise. 
Another treatment may perhaps 


bo sufficient to form a covering re- 
sembling asphaltum road. It has not 
reached that stage at present. It is 
simply heavy 
dust. 
When first ap- 
plied it was oily mud. 
As far as this 
portion of the road is concerned, 
the 
beneficial effects, 
beyond laying the 
dust, cannot be gauged. 
It Is notice- 


able that Ino attempt 
was made to 
round up the road before applying the 
oil. Inother counties, 
where oil has 
been used, much 
preparatory -work 
was done in turnplking the roadbed 
to shed 
the water. In such 
cases 
where sufficient oil has been used, 
a 
smooth surface has been secured. Itis 
springy, yielding to pressure, 
and is 
calculated 
to make 
heavy 
hauling. 
What effect heavy rains willhave upon 
a roadway 
where the roadbed is the 


water ohannel remains to be seen. 
We 
presume the cost of oiling the road two 
coats willreach $150 per mile. That is 
what itcost InTuolumne county using 
40 barrels per mile, withthe cost of oil 
at 50 cents 
per barrel. 
This would 
make $1800 as the cost of oil experi- 
ment—for Itis nothing more than an 
experiment. 
Ifthe taxpayers are con- 
tent to contribute this amount 
to lay 


the dust on a strip 12 miles long and 
about 6 feet wide, the affair may be 
deemed a success. 
Beyond that, how- 
ever, the venture is problematical, and 
must await the 
winter rains 
before 
judgment is passed.
